THE CORONER'S INQUEST 


A Belief That Train Wreckers 
Caused the Accident. 


THE SCENES AT CHATS WORTH. 


The Ce ot and Fu lis Halls Con 
verved Into Morgues. 


Forest Ill., August 12%-News of the disas- 
ter arrived at Chatsworth about forty minutes 
after its occurrence. The peaceable residents 
of the little town were suddenly awakened by 
an alarm which was rung simultaneously from 
all the alarm boxes intown. Aftera few min- 
utes, everybody was on his or her feet, and 
people were running through the streets from 
all directions, all inquiring where the fire was. 
When the actual facts were learned, another 
alarm followed which was soon vigorously re- 
echoed by the bells of all the churches in town. 
The people made a rush for the road to Piper 
City. Dr. Vaughan, of Chatsworth, was al- 
most the first to appear at the scene. He was 
seen by areporterand told briefly what he 
saw. F 

‘When I arrived I found there great confu- 
sion,’’ he said, “hell itself could not present a 
more horrible picture. Men and women fight- 
ing with death and ready to clutch at a straw. 
One man held 

HIS DEAD WIFE AND A DEAD LITTLE CHILD 
on his arms, while his own fect were broken 
and caught in the wreck. I relieved the un- 
fortunate man of his burden and helped to 
drag him out and bring him toa sleeper. One 
of the greatest misfortunes was the fact that 
the wreck took place, almost in a desert. It 
was impossible to accord the wounded suffi- 
cient assistance. There were no ambulances— 
nothing tocarry them on—they were dragged 
and pushed, and this acconnts for the great 
number of people who succumbed to their 
wounds.”’ 

lire marshal, Henry A. Game, of Chats- 

rth, says he was first to arrive at the scene: 
“T had no time to observe anything that trans- 
pired around me,” he said. “Myself and my 
entire force were working like beavers all the 
tifie andin course of half an hour we had 
thirty-three people, killed and wounded, 
dragged out of the debris. Four cars were 
standing on the track and the only thing I 
know about them is that I carrted wounded 
men and women there.” 

THE CORONER’S INQUEST 
on the bodies of those killed in the 
Wednesday night, which began last evening, 
was held on the top fioor of the public school 
house. There were present only the coroner, 
the jury, President Leonard, of the Toledo, 
Peoria and Western railroad, Superintendent 
Armstrong, of the same road; Master of

THP RELIEF OF THE INJURED 
and the care of the dead. Both show signs of 
the terrible shock which the accident has been 
to them. . 

President Leonard said so far as the railroad 
Officials could estimate there were abont 80 
killed and about 100 seriously wounded, There 
are many who were slightly injuged, of whom 
no record has yet been obtained. A list is be- 
ing compiled in the Peoria offices of the com- 
pany. Mr. Leonard said that as near as he 
could ascertain the train was making about 30 
miles an hour at the time of the accident—not 
an excessive rate of speed—as the track was in 
good condition. The bridge, an ordinary 
fifteen-foot wooden structure, was all right at 
5 o'clock in the afternoon when a train passed 
over it; and half an hour latera section man 
inspected it, under orders, in advance of the 
excursion train. It was all right then. As to 
the liability of the company, or the future of 
the road, President Leonard could not say. 
The first thing the officials will do will be to 
devote their attention to the care of the un- 
fortunate victims. It was a blow Which would, 
of conrse, be most serious to the road; but 
that was as nothing compared with the death 
and injury of human beings. 

Mr. Leonard said he could in all conscience 
say he believed the road had provided .every 
reasonable and customary safeguard. With 
the consent of the coroner President Leonard 
has arranged that all unclaimed bodies will be 
cared for, 

WASHED AND PLACED IN COFFINS, 

and conveyed to Peoria, where with all their 
effects they will wait. identification. The 
bodies will be left there as long as possible and 
then if not identified will be buried. Presi- 
dent Leonard and§uperintendent Armstrong 
will go to Piper City this morning to care for 
the wounded there. The railroad and ware- 
house commissioners are expected here about 
10 o’clock to investigate the accident. 

As several desired witnesses have not yet ar- 
rived, it is not expected that the coroner will 
complete the hearing until late this afternoon. 
The estimates of the dead this morning are 
about the same as the figures sent last night. 
The coroner’s list, revised up to time of the in- 
quest was resumed today, foots up to seventy- 
six. Notwithstanding contrary opinions ex- 
pressed by railroad officials, a survey of the 
wreck confirmed the belief that sevetal bodies 
are.still under the debris of the smashed engines 
and cars. The report yesterday that twenty 
dead were at Piper City is denied this morning. 
by the president of the read. Three or four of 
the wounded, carried to Piper City, yesterday, 
died there, however, so that with the seventy- 
six on the coroner’s list here and those sup- 
posed to be yet under the wreck, the estimate 
of eighty-four deaths appears to be very close to 
the actual number. 

Tho horrors of the wreck seemed to deepen 
early this morning instead of lessening. Added 
to the pitiable spectacle of the dead and the 
miseries of the dying, 

A STENCH SICKENINGLY FOUL 

was issuing from all the numerous places 
where the corpses of victims yet remained. 
No picture ofthe horrible occurrence immed- 
iately succeeding the accident could equal in 
terrible details the scene at the Toledo, Peoria, 
andW estern depot here today. The west end 
of the little structure is a coal house and lum- 
ber room where promiscuously stretched on 
the floor, in coal and rubbish, were seven un- 
identified bodies. Blood-stained, bedraggled 
sheets and blankets were thrown loosely over 
each, but afforded but little protection from 
swarms of flies which were continuously hoy- 
ering overthem. The odor emanating from 
the bodies effectually kept the room clear of 
all but the hardiest of the still lingering anx- 
ious or curious crowds. Two of the victims 
were women and the sight of their faces was 
one never to be forgotten. 

The distorted features, wide staring eyes and 
putrifying wounds.were gazed at but an in- 
stant, even by those looking for a missing fa- 
ther or daughter. In a few hours one of them, 
aw@ung woman with light reddish hair 
would be absolutely unrecognizable from the 
effects of heat, and close by her raised above 
other corpses in the room was the dead body 
of a portly man supported on a couple of old 
boxes. He was in his stocking feet and coat- 
less, and was rapidly decaying. Other dead 
men on the floor were in nearly as bad a con- 
dition. and outside on the platform of the de- 
pot were several cofiins filled with those iden- 
tified during the night and now awaiting ship- 
ment. 

The east end of the depot was in even worse 
confusion than the west. The floor continued 
STREWN WITH UNCLAIMED BAGGAGE 
in an extricable mix. Little knots of people 
were poring over the broken shelves of masses 
of soiled and torn linen and trumpery, bring- 
ing to light here a little infant’s garment and 
there the crumpled remains of a widow’s bon- 


et. 

A little down the road is a large vacant fur- 
niture store, in which thirteen corpses were 
festering. Only six of them were men—the 
others were women and children. Most of the 
thirteen had not yet been recognized by friends, 
and their countenances were so mutilated and 
their clothing so drabbled with dirt and blood 
that it is doubtful if they ever can be identified. 
Qne pretty litthe woman, terribly mangled, 
lay motionless beside a babe, toward which 
sh@ was partly turned. Across the room 
was astalwart man upon his back, dead, but 
with his right arm still raised in agony, and 
his fist tightly clinched. Over ina big school- 
house twe more corpses were still uncoffined, 
waittng claimants. Wounded to the number 
of forty filled the engine house, up stairs and 
down, and the same faithful ladies and girls, 
who had scarcely slept since the wreck, were 
at the bedsides on yesterday. In addition to 


| those there were at least a score of injured dis- 


tributen among private residences of the town, 
too badly hurt to be moved. 

Sensational features were developed this 
morning as to the cause of the wreck. Rumors 
were afioat last night that it was due to rob- 
bers, who fired the bridge; but little credence 
was given them. This morning new facts ap- 
parently showing the catastrophe to be the 
work of an organized band came to light, and 
the company find them worthy of serious inves- 
tigation. 

At the morning session of the coroner’s jury 
some decidedly significant testimony was given. 
Timothy Coughley, section foreman here, tes- 
tified that he had four men helping him on his 
six-and-a-half miles. He received orders on 
Wednesday to go over his section and see that 
the bridges and track were all right. Cough- 
ley went tothe eastend of the section and 
burned the grass along the track for half a 
mile. He burned a piece a little over half a 
mile from the wreck, and put the fire out. He 
examined the bridge about five o’clock and 
found no smoke about it, and otherwise it was 
all right, About three weeks ago grass under 
the bridge had been cut away for ten feet from 
the bridge timbers, and he had no idea how the 
bridge could have caught fire. 

Christopher Ennis, road master from the 
state line to Peoria, said he went over the road 
Wednesday from Fanbury to Gilman. He 


went over the fatal bridge just before four m. 


o’clock in the afternoon, He was on the rear 
end of a car and said thatthe bridge was all 
right. There was no fire or smoke about the 
bridge. Mr, Ennis said: ‘My opinion is that 
the bridge was set on fire by somebody. My 
train was the last train over before the special, 
and if there was fire there the men would have

The excursion had been extensively advertised 
and the time it would pass over the bridge was 
well known. Citizens say that a gang of sus- 
picious fellows have been loitering around 
Chatsworth for some days. Many of these 
were found early at the wreck paying more 
attention to relieving the bodies of their valu- 
ables than to caring for them otherwise, Train 
men and passengers had frequent contentions 
with the vandals. In one instange Superin- 
tendent Armstrong found a well known thief 
roperty taken 
ile the people 
of the town have done all in their power for 
the snfferérs, there is a horde of tramps and 
thieves in this vicinity who do nothing. bat 
carry off anything they can lay their hands on. 

The train was running, he judged, about 
thirty-five miles an hour at the time of the 
accident. Engineer®utherland told him that 
he saw a ee small blaze before reaching the 
bridge, but thought it was from a few leaves 
burning outside the track. The engineer also 
told him that he did not see the fire until he 

t directly over the bridge and then he ealled 
or brakes, but it was too late to avert the acci- 
dent, Witness remained at the wreck until 
seven o'clock in the morning and saw to the 
handling of bodies. He saw one or two per- 
sons examining the pockets of the dead. He 
was infermed y those making the search that 
ed were seeking for their relatives. If he 
had had any suspicion that the bodies were 
being rifled by these persons, they would have 
been averted by the way in which the search- 
ers answered him. He saw no one robbing the 
dead or 

CUTTING OFF THE FINGERS OF THE DRAD 
to secure rings. There was plenty of help to 
get the bodies out of the wreck, valuable as- 
sistance being rendered by the Chatsworth fire 
company. Ina cornfield near the wreck, he 
heard a man calling ‘““Help’’’ “Help.” Wit- 
ness went towardthe placé and found & man 
with his left leg broken above the ankle. The 
man asked him to turn his toes down. Wit- 
ness did sd, and told a farmer’s boy, who came 
along with a bucket of water, to stay near the 
man, while witness went to the assistance of 
others. In a few minutes after leaving him, 
witness heard a shot and turning back found 
the man had 

SHOT HIMSELF IN THE FOREHEAD, 
producing instant death. The boy had mean- 
while gone away a short distance to give water 
to another wounded person. Witness remem- 
bered having noticed the deceased trying to 
get something out of his pocket, while witness 
was turning his toes inward. 

J. ley, master of bridges and build- 
ings of the Toledo, Peoria and Western road, 
testified that he inspected the bridge in May 
last. It was made of two pile vents, four 
pilings toeach vent. It was fifteen feet long and 
six.feet.high, The stringers were seven by six- 
teen inches, two ofthem being under each rail. 
The ties were six by eight inches and nine feet 
long. Thestringers, ties and ground rails were 
put in fourteen months ago. The piling was 
good for about two years. There was a wa!! of 
old timbers at each end of the bridge to keep 
up the embankment. Its condition was good. 
Witness.examined the bridge yesterday and 
found nothing left but part of the partially 
burned curb and a few pieces of small timber. 
The piles were burned off close to the ground ; 
three or four of them were sticking up two 
feet above the ground. Witness thought it 
would take about two hours for such a bridge 
toburn. Other bridges on the road had been 
on fire this year but had been seenin time to 
prevent accident. The burned bridge was 
about two miles and a half east of Chatsworth.

WORK OF THE THIEVES. 

Stories and incidents concerning the disaster 
are coming to light. As the excitement, ina 
measure, dies out, robberies are becoming 
known. Miller Patterson when he left Wyom- 
ing, his home, carried a silver watch and had 
about $30 in money, after buying his ticket. 
Only $2 were found on his oe A man, 
apparently a tramp about 50 years of age, was 
caught in the act of robbing a corpse and was 
spotted thereafter by a young man and made a 
sneak for Piper City. 

For three hours one woman was hanging out 
of a car window—her body lifeless. She was 
caught by the thighs and it took about fifteen 
minules to extricate her. Her legs were horri- 
bly mangled and the flesh was torn completely 
off. 


One of the most ghoulish acts ever recorded 
is going the rounds. A man was getting out of 
the cars. Near him during the journey was a 
woman with a fine gold watch and chain. She 
was badly injured and cried with anguish: 
“Oh, God, help me.” The man turned ap- 
parently to assist her, but, instead, stepped 
over, grabbed the watch and chain and fied. 

The rescuing party, who were the first ones 
to go through the wreck saw watches, chains, 
aud pocket ks, scattered around. Such of 
these as they had time they picked up and 
restored to their owners. _— 

CLEARING THE DEBRIS. 

Train wreckers are working both ways at 
the wreck, and itis almost certain they will 
not get the track -cleared before tomorrow 
night. 

Tn the third coach from the engine was a 
man with his wife and daughter. When the 
wreck occurred he lost a hand satchel and 
afterward found it, but his pocketbook, con- 
taining $95, was gone. A new theory has 
been developed. It is in effect that at the in- 

uest an attempt will be made to prove that 
there was fire at that bridge on the afternoon 
of the accident. Mr. Dolph, or ‘Old Man” 
Dolph, as he is known here, lives north 
east ofthe wreck. His house is about a quar- 
ter of a mile from the wreck, while his land 
comes right "P to the bridge. 

What it will be attempted to prove by him 
is that during the afternoon, he saw smoke 
rising in the direction of the bridge. Know- 
ing how dry it was and fearful lest his oats, 
stubbles and shocks should be burned, he went 
to the place and found fire around the bridge. 
H. Davis, who lives a quarter of a mile east, 
will be called on to corroborate him. 

Heartrending Scenes. 

An eye-witness who reached the wreck in 
the morning, pgs: 

The sight of the dead and wounded lying in 
adjacent fields was horrible. My friend count- 
ed ninety-seven dead bodies yesterday, and the 
wreck was not nearly cleared away. They 
were lying in little heaps of about a dozen, all 
having been killed in a different manner. 
Three-fourths of the dead never knew what 
killed them. It wasasight I never want to 
look upon again. There were young ladies in 
picnic dress with their white skirts saturated 
with blood and the front of their faces smashed 
beyond recognition. One young-looking mother

when the timber, striking the child in the 
back, impaled both victims in instant death. 
The mother’s face did not bear a scratch, but 
the expression upon it will haunt me to the 
grave. I was sick when I returned from the 
catastrophe last night. It would make an 
man sick. The dep@® at Peoria was surroundec 
by 50,000people, all waiting for news from the 
wreck. The switch yards had been cleared of

Near these cots were backed up 
perhaps a hundred covered wagons,and beyond 
the wagons stood one hundred and lifty

A Look at the Dead and Dying. 

Forest, August 12.—As fast as the wounded 
were brought into Chatsworth from the wreck 
they were taken directly to the town hall, 
which had been turned into a temporary hos- 

ital. It is a two-story frame building, the 
ower floor of which is used as quarters for a 
local fire company, while in the upper hall en- 
tertainments are given. Beds and cots were 
brought in from neighboring houses, together- 
With necessary bedding, and the sufferers 
were cared for by loving hands. The floor of 
the hall greatly resembled that of the drill 
room of DesPlaines street police station in 
Chicago on the night of the Hay- 
market riot, Torn and bleeding human beings 
in all the different stages of suffering lay 
around the rooms, 

_ MOANING AND CRYING WITH AGOnYy, 
while doctors and nurses were binding up their 
wounds. Bloody clothing, torn and eovered 
with mud, lay around on the floors in heaps, 
together with car cushions, mattresses and 
blankets, on which they they had been brought 
from the scene of the weaek, Many patients 
were under the influence of ether or chloro- 
form, while their faces, ghastly white, teeth 
tightly clenched, showed sufferings which they 
were undergoing while partially oblivious to 
the fact. Blood was everywhere—on the floor, 
walls, clothing and hands of the wounded, as 
well as those who were caring for them. As 
the day wore away and the afternoon shadows 
lengthened into evening, the scenes changed 
samewhat. The wounded had been dressed 
and bandaged and most of them rested quietly 
enough, overcome by mental and physical 
suffering, resting on comfortable beds, 
WATCHED BY ‘TENDER-HEARTED MEN AND 

WOMEN, 
a majority of whom had never seen their pa- 
tients until yesterday. They slept oblivious to 
the slaughter which had taken place. Coal 
oil lamps were placed around the halls—their 
light carefully shaded—and the scene was 
strongly suggestive of the interior of a hospital 
on a field of battle. In one corner of the lower 
hall lay John C. Steene, a resident of Jersey 
City—a large and powerful man, Both of his 
legs were broken and he had received such in- 
ternal injuries as rendered his recovery doubt- 
ful. Adam Shalberger, of Peoria, lay near 
him, semi-conscious and slowly breathing his 
life away. One of his legs were broken and 
he was injured internally. On the upper floor 
a handsome woman, about twenty years of 
age, stylishly dressed, lay extended on a couch. 
She was Miss Hattie Brenner, of. Farmington, 
Ill., and was on her way to Niagara Falls with 
several relatives. In the party was a young 
man named Walters, also of Farmington, and 
to whom she was engaged to be married. He 
had been badly injured and lay near herona 
bed attended by a couple of surgeons. While

HAS RENDERED HER INSANE. 

In the depot at Chatsworth, an unoccapied 
store is ee as a morgue. The scene was 
suggestive of a slaughter house. Stretched 
out on the floors, in different directions, were 
the corpses of men, women and children dress- 


| in the clothing in which they had met their 


death. In the empty store rooms, twenty feet 
wide and forty feet long, were counted twenty- 
seven corpses at one time. Theirclothing was 
torn and dishevelled and their stiffened hands 
and arms, in @ majority of cases, were crossed 
over their breasts. The heads of the dead 
were generally mangled in a most frightful 
manner and were always covéred by some ar- 
ticle of clothing. The face of a young woman, 
who was lying on the floor of the depot, had 
been so beaten that recognization was out of 
the question and her brains and the fiesh of 
her face were a pulp mass,in which dabbled 
her long, red hair. She was not identified. A 
man witha heavy, dark mustache and who 
was apparently about thirty-tive 
years of age had been struck in the face by 
some substance which had torn away his jaw 
and the side of his face, leaving the throat and 
lower part of his face exposed. A _ five-year- 
old boy with a chubby face and curly hair 
looked contented and smiling. His legs were 
not broken, but the flesh was so mangled that 
it bore the appearance of raw beef. His chest 
was crushed in and his little body was covered 
with bruises. Nearly every corpse was man-

The Pecuniary Loss. 

The Chicago Times’ Forest, Ills., special 
says: The pecuniary loss arising from the 
accident is simply enormous. Under the laws 
of Iilinois, the relatives of those killed in the 
disasters will, if they have any claim at all, 
deplete the treasury of the Toledo, Peoria and 
Western of something like three hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars, and thos. injured would 
receive at least a quarter of a million more. 
The railroad commissioners were at the scene 
of the disaster today, and will endeavor to 
locate the exact cause of the occurrence. The 
task is no easy one, but officers of the state 
are clothed with full authority to investigate 
all persons and papers and_ report. 
They laid the foundation of an- 
éxamination today, and will resume opera- 
tions in Peoria Tuesday. It is bound to make 
a great big law suit—one that will furnish new 
precedents and rulings on the law of com- 
mon carriers.

He 
ghowed no symptoms of insanity, but, on the 
contrary. was shrewd and long headed. 

He might have been called just a little 
eccentric from his morose disposition, and cer- 
tain peculiarities of manner.

THE BIG MONEY: IN THE HAY CROP. 


The Proerces of Cotton and Cern—As to the 
Kruit-—Some Farmers Who Have 
Succecded—Farm Notes. 


os 


Some of the Mitchell county farmers are 
about beginning cotton picking. 

G.M. Bacon, of DeWitt, has realized $544 
on five and a half acres of melons thas year. 

Mr. J. A. Fulehom, of Warren, has seven 
young colts. Hecame from Tennessee and 
knows that stock raising pays. 

The corn crop of Brooks county continues 
to promise abundance, * It is thought by many 
that cotton will be seriously injured if ‘the 
rains continue. 

John P. Gregory, of Murray county, reports 
his wheat crop to aggregate 1,466 bushels; 
1,200 of this amount growing on fifty acres; all 
No. 1 white wheat. 

Colonel W. H. Tibbs, of Dalton, is the blue 
ribbon farmer. He reports 300.acres of corn 
that will average somewhere between fifty and 
forty bushels to the acre. 

There are a numberof young horses and 
colts in Dooly, perhaps more than at any 
time since the close of the war. This is a 
very important step taken by farmers to in- 
crease home interest, and to become more self- 
dependent and sustaining home. ® 


W. P. Smith, of Gainesville, has about one- 
fourth of an acre in what he calls ‘‘flour corn.”’ 
[tis very early and productive, and makes 
superior roasting ears. Mr. Smith says that 
he will gather an average of twelve ears.from 
each hill, and will get at least 500 bundles of 
fodder from the patch. 


Mr. G. M. Bacon, an industrious farmer re- 
siding in the upper edge of Mitchell, has sold 
quantities of oats in the Albany market since 
his crop was harvested. Mr. Bacon not only 
makes a sufticiency of corn and forage to sup- 
ply his farm, but sells hundreds of dollars 
worth of oats, hay and fodder every season. 


The Raccoon manufacturing company have 
been paying $8.50 a thousand for hay. An 
acre of land if ordinary good will make from 
three to four thousand pounds of hay. If this 
is true it would make the hay raised on an 
acre of ground worth from $25 to $35. These 
figures go to show that there is more money in 
clover and grass than there is in cotton. 


Owing to the ravage of some dreadful dis- 
ease to the trees, Oglethorpe county is in a 
fair way to be entirely without peaches in @ 
few years. This disease has been going on 
for some time in a small way, but this year it 
is telling on a large precentage of the trees, 
which, when they are attacked, the leaves 
turn brown, curl up and in a few weeks the 
tree is dead. No remedy has yet been found 
to prevent its spread. 

Mr. Allen I. Britt, of Terrell,‘has cultivated 
with five plows eighty acres of cotton and — 
acres of corn, besides his crop of potatoes,corn, 
peos, ete. He also made six hundred bushels of 
oats.on a twenty acre field. His cotton crop,if the 
seasons continue propitious, will yield over 
fifty bales, andhe will not make less than 
twenty bushels of corn to the acre. Mr. Britt 
is one of the most practical farmers in Terre}! 
county and makes his farm entirely self-sus- 
taining. 

Mr. Wm. Moreland, one of the most success 
ful farmers of Terrell county, has between two 
and three acres in sugar-cane. It has fre- 
quently been his good luck to raise from thir- 
ty to forty barre!s of syrup for sale, which ata 
low estimate is twelve hundred gallons, and at 
forty cents per gallon gives a sum of four hun- 
dred and eighty dollars, which could have been 
raised on three acres of ground, as sixteen bar- 
reis have been raised on an acre. 

The Dawson Journal says: “Captain P. E. 
Boyd, of Leary, was in the city last Sunday. 
He stated that three reliable gentlemen rode 
over and closely inspected Primus Jones’s cot- 
ton fields three weeks after the first bale had 
been pulled, and that not an open boll of cot- 
ton norabur from which cotton had been. 
picked, could be found on his premises. This 
is pretty good evidence that Primus’s bale of 
new cotton was not new cotton.”’ 

G. W.C. Monroe brought a very strange 
plant to Buena Vista, which is evidently a 
hybrid. Ithasa pod onit very much like a 
tomato, but the weed has very much the ap- 
pearance of the Jamestown weed, or the weed 
An entire 
row in the garden contains these weeds, which 
were planted for tomatoes. The seed were 
gathered from tomatoes last year and herein 
the mystery. Some one suggested that it was 
an Eve’s apple, but it is more probable that it 
is a hybrid between the tomato and one of 
the weeds mentioned. ee 


Dalton Citizen: Did you know that the hay 
crop of the United States brings more money 
every year than the cotton crop? Well, itisa 
fact! The drouth in the northwest has dam- 
aged the hay crop, and the price has already 
advanced. In this section hundreds of tons of 
good hay could be saved with little labor, and 
it always brings thé cash in market. The 
famers of this and all the surrounding counties 
can make money by saving hay. It is a burn- 
ing shame that we should allow it to rot and 
waste, and then buy on a credit next summer. 
No hay, no stock; no naturally enriched soil 
and poor crops is the consequence. 

Mr. J. B. Callaway, of Hancock, proposes 
to be one of the fifty two-horse farmers to en- 
ter into a contest to decide who of the number 
has the best general farm crops for the year. 
Each contestant is to deposit ten dollars, mak- 
ing the sum of five hundred dollars. A com- 
mittee of three disinterested judges is to be 
appointed, and they are to decide the question, 
after inspection. Of the sum, one hundred and 
fifty dollars is to be paid the judges, and the 
balance is to be turned over by the successful 
contestant to the county fair—he getting credit 
for that much stock in the enterprise. The 
proposition is not confined to members of the 
farmers’ club. 

If those persons who say ‘‘farming don’t pay 
in Cobb county,’’ will visit the farm of Mr. 
John H. Johnson, near Moon’s station, they 
certainly will change their notion. Mr. John- 
son started some twelve or fifteen years ago 
without a cent in the world or any one to look 
to for help, but he had two good stout hands, 
and an indomitable will to use them, and now 
he owns several hundred acres of land on 
which are comfortable houses and fine barns, 
with plenty of good stock of all kinds needed 
onafarm. He also has several fine colts. He 
does not depend on the west for his mules and 
horses, but he has good pastures for his stock 
and raises them. e says he wouldn’t own 
land where the stock law was not in force. Mr. 
Johnson runs his business on the cash system, 


“and has his last year’s crop in cash in bank or 
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drinks with ten or fifteen drops of ANGOS- |

Albany News: The recent rains have, of 
course, damaged the growing crops, more or 
less, and in some fields considerable injury has 
ensued, but the prudent, conservative farmers 
estimate the injury as slight. There will be, 
beyond peradventure, air crop harvested, 
and Albany will receive 20 per cent more cot- 
ton by wagon during the approaching season 
than last. Theexpectations of large receipts 
in Augusta at this market will not be realized, 
as the wet weather has set back the maturity 
some ten days. However, bagging and ties 
are being hauled out by planters, and one 
week’s sunshine will put a new aspect on the 
face of things. It is altogether safe though to 
estimate that there will be about one thousand 
bales of cotton marketed in Albany within the 
month of August. Albany is alive to her ad- 
vantages asa cotton market, and her mer- 
chants, warehousemen and banks have pre- 
pared to handle large cotton receipts during 
the approaching season.

—The 
ricé fields are still wastes of water. hore is 
a growing conflict of opinion about the proba- 
ble consequences of the freshet. There is no 
planter in the city who entertains any positive 
judgment upon the subject, as past experience 
does not contain a similar case. The effect of 
water standing upon rice in August has never 
been demonstrated, as far as the memory of 
persons living goes back. One planter, whose 
fields are submerged, said he saw no ill Tig 


yet. Another said this morning: 

It is difficult to arrive at any conclusion 
upon a matter so much beyond the pale of 
actual demonstration. It has been held that 
salt water would ruin rice. This was the the- 
ory but it is a false theory, for before the rise 
of the river I turned saft water inon my 
fields. You will remember the Sunday the 
Savannah rose to thirty-three feet by Augusta. 
Well, here 1t was so low that the ocean actu- 
ally began to empty into the river, and the 
water became very brackish. Long, black 
streaks were discernable. It was necessary to 
let inover the rice, but so far from the salt 
doing any damage the crop is fairer than ever. 
So much for opinion without experience. 

The News prints an account of a boat ride 
through the waste, in which it says: 

At 7:50 o’eclock Captain Heyward called “all 
aboard,” and the journey began. Passing through 
the newly formed channel across the neck of land 
spoken of, the boat was soon being rowed over to 
Isla island. The new channel had & eurrent like a 
mill-race, and the ntuscular oarsmen had all they 
could do to stem it. On entering the line of bushes 
that fringed the island, the tops alone showing above 
the water, one of the practical evidences of the flood 
was seen in a big flat boat, belonging to Mr. Van 
Winkler, which was high on top o1 the young trees. 

As the boat p.01essed very little driftw was 
noticed, The bushes and tall recds were completely 
covered with grasshoppors and bugs of all kinds, 
sizes, colors and descrip ions. The oncoming wa- 
ters forced them from tneir snug retreats among the 
rice stalks and they took to climbing, the fortunate 
bugs securing the highest bush, and consequently 
alonger lease of existence. Their voracity wus 
seen in the leafless stalks of the coffee plant, and 
in fact all the flags and bushes on which they were 
looked as if a hailstorm had struck them. Com- 
menting on them and their work the captain said 
it was a sorry choice left for the planters. If the 
water co\ ered the rice wholly upit would destroy 
the heads and perhaps the roots of the plant. If 
the water left the top of the rice heads exposed the 
sun would scald them cr the bugs would eat them. 

Passing over field after field Mr. Heyward’s settle 
ment was finally reached. Thesettlement connisied 
of six houses for the hands, his residenee, the mill, 
barns, ete., all builton six-foot pillars of wood or 
brick. The six cabins fronted this field,and the water 
had risen to within an inch of the door sills of most 
of the houses, and in one was flooding the floor to 
the depth of about two inches. The children in one 
house were fishing from the windows; in another a 
boat was tied to the door knob, and several picka- 
ninies were romping in it half naked; in another a 
big rope was attached tothe door silland several 
boys and girls were in swimming shouting and 
sporting in great glee, while a half-grown pig 
stood in the door gazing at the = group 
as if it were half inclined to plume in. A 
little further on a motherly old hen was on the step 
pecking viciously at the little minnows that swarm- 
ed around the water at‘her feet. Rowing past, the 
captain jokingly called out to one of the women who 
crowded to the door tosce the strangers, “Well, 
auntie, where de you get your water now for cook- 
me?"’ 7

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RECKONING THE FLOODS 


Have Visited Georgia at Various 
Times. 
From the Milledgeville, Ga., Recorder. 

The most remarkable freshet during the last 
century in Georgia was near its close in 1796 
and was named the Yazoo freshet, as it was 
that year that the state was so much exercised 
over the notorious Yazoo frauds. 

In 1840 and 1841 two more remarkable 
freshets occurred im the state; which were the 
greatest and produced more damage than any 
other during the present century. There was 
chaos reigning in the political elements of the 
country in opposition to the administration of 
Van Buren. Many democrats united with the 
whig party to defeat his renomination and 
election. 

In 1840, in the spring, a large state conven- 
tion was held at Milledgeville and General 
Harrison was the popular candidate and nomi- 
nated. During the session of the convention 
the continued rains had swollen all thestreams 
and rivers east of the Ocmulgee. The Oconee 
and all the streams in and around Baldwin 
county were raging, carrying away bridges, 
saw mills, fences, etc. The delegates to the 
conventfn were water-bound sothat Milledge- 
ville had an unprecedented patronage to her 
bar-rooms, billiards and card tables, and hotels 
and such other etceteras that accompany such 
a detained crowd. - 

At Augusta the Savannah river inundated 
Broad street as high as the United States hotel. 
Cellars were filled with water and the base- 
men* of stores and dwellings; batteaus and 
canoes were in requisition to transport people 
from residence to and from their places of 
business. The city of Hamburg was sub- 
merged. 

Singular to say the freshet did not extend 
west of the Oconee with the same intensity. 

In 1841, when Harrison was inaugurated, 
another great freshet occurred in Georgia, ex- 
tending throughout that portion of the state 
west of the Oconee and not east of that 
stream. 

The Ocmulgee rose to the highest point 
known to the earliest settlers, and the 
Messrs. Butts, steamboat men, drove a spike 
in one of the abutments of the city bridge; 
making the high water mark at that time, 
March, 1841, which remains there unto this 
day. Great damage was done in the western 
portion of the state, particularly on the Chat- 
tahoochee river. The bridge at Columbus was 
carried several miles down the river, also a 
large wooden cotton warehouse. 

In order to distinguish the two freshets, the 
one of 1840 was called the Harrison nom- 
inating freshet, and that of 1841 the Harrison 
inaugurating freshet. : 

The next great freshet occurred in 1876 and 
was called the centennial freshet, as it was 
centennigl year of the declaration of E Pluri- 
bus Unum, etc. The water rose as high as the 
spike in the abutment of the bridge placed 
there in 1841. The freshet last year was about 
two inches higher. Butit must be remem- 
bered that the channel of the river has filled 
up considerably since 1841, and while the wa- 
ter spreads out more and appears higher, it is 
not believed that the volume was greater or 
as great as in 1541.

THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS BEHIND. 


A Bookkeeper Whose Principal Virtue Was 
That He Kept No Books at All— 
The Effort to Untangle. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., August 12.—[{Special.]—A 
committee of the Jasper Mutual Loan associa- 
tion has been investigating, for more than a 
week, the books of the treasurer, Daniel R. 
Kennedy, and has found them almost hopeless- 
ly tangled. Asa matter of fact, the lack of 
books has delayed the examination, and the 
result thus far is eminently unsatisfactory. 
Mr. Kennedy resigned a few days ago, and Mr. 
Charles 8. Wood was appointed in his place. 
One of the first things discovered was that 
thousands of dollars had been paid tothe treas- 
urer which had not been entered on the books, 
He had also loaned and _ collected large 
amounts, of which there was no record, 
The discovery came about through the demand 
of two members on the secretary for a state- 
ment, showing how many had paid up, and 
how many remained unpaid. Nothing wrong 
was suspeeted until the treasurer failed to fur- 
nish the list promptly. Then, after it was ob- 
ta ined, it was learned that several parties were 
paying assessments who were not down on the 
list. The conclusion was immediately reached 
that there had been an over issue of stock. 
Following this it was discovered that Mr. 
Kennedy was, or was appearing to be, collect- 
ing $590 more per aad than he should have 
done on the legitimate number of shares. The 
monthly payments per share borrowed on are 
$10, and the over issue appeared to be 59 
shares, on which the loans amounted to over 
$20,000. A number of members had neglect- 
ed to pay their assessments for  sey- 
eral months, and the interest 
and fines for back dues amounted 
to a large sum, indicating that the affairs of the 
association had been most loosely managed, the 
rules in regard to dues and fines not having 
been enforced. Mr. Kennedy himself was 
behind in his personal dues Ss twenty-four 
shares for several months, owing now on them 

robably $10,000. These, however, are setured 

y real property in which the money was in- 
vested. 

Mr. Kennedy has two houses on Perry street, 
between Bulland Whitaker, which are mort- 
gaged to the association for his shares. The 
are worth at Jeast $15,000. He has expresse 
a willingness to turn over all of his property 
and make all the reparation he can to the asso- 
ciation, and hopes to be able to pay every dollar 
of his liabilities. He has been assisting the 
committee in its investigation, and has done 
what he could to untangle the accounts. He 
is not charged with having embezzled the 
fands, but managed to keep his books, or rather 
not to keep them at all, in such shape that it 
will take a great deal of work to get an exact 
statement. He is under a bond for- $5,000, 
which with his realand personal pr@perty, will 
bring his assets up to between twenty and 
twenty-five thousand dollars. Mr. Kennedy is 
a well-known auctioneer and breker. Hon. P. 
W. Meldrim is president of the association.

Southern Cotton Mills. 
Bradstreet’s recent review of cotton man- 
nfactures in the south is “away off” in some 
of its figures. This is not the fault of 
Bradstreect’s, because a large per cent of the 
mills now in operation in the south failed to 


edtothem. Similar difficulties were en- 
countered by the special agents of the United 
States census of 1880, and their reports 
were shown to be very incomplete. The’ 
figures for Georgia 1n Bradstreet’s are far 


placed at 26 for 1887, as against 40 for 1880. 
The capital invested in this industry is 
stated at $5,035,500 for 1887, against 
$6,348,657. This makes a falling off of 17 
mills and $1,312,857 capital. Bradstreet’s 
figures also-show a decrease in the number 
of employes to the number of 2,142, and in 
Wages to the sum of $306,448. A decrease 
of 15,890 bales of cotton consumed, and of 
8,687,277 pounds of product is also to be in- 
ferred from these statisties. The Augusta 
Gazette says it is impossible to say how far 
below the facts these figures fall, but it is 
well known thatthe cotton mandfactnring 
industry in Georgia has nearly doubled since 
3880. In that year there were 164 mills in 
the south. The number has been largely 
increased. Yet Bradstreet’s recent figures 
are based on returns from only 136 mills; or 
28 lessthan there were in 1880. Why a 
large number of mills failed to respond we 
do not know, but their refusal or neglect to 
do so makes the recent statistics so partial as 
to be of little value, The Times-Democrat 
calls attention to the fact that the two 
flourishing cotton mills in New Orleans do 
not appear In Bradstreet’s list, and the state 
of Louisiana is represented by a blank. 

And yet, with all these omissions, Brad- 
street’s figures show @ remarkable growth 
and prosperity in the cotton manufactures 
of the south. The average capital is $142,- 
500, against $111,500in 1880. The average 
inerease of spindies has been 26 per cent, 
and of looms 27 per cent for each mill. The 
mumber of operatives has increased 9 per 
cent. Jt is gratifying to sec that wages 
have increased 25 per cent, showing that 
this class of labor is much better paid than 
it was in 1580.

Some of our esteemed contemporaries con- 
tinue to diseuss the Kentucky election, They 
show a singular lack of tact in this, since the 
whole matter has been definitely settled by 
the Courier-Journal. It is true the question 
was disposed of by Mr. Watterson’s paper 
in a light and airy, not to say frivolous, 
style, but if satisfactory to the veterans of 
Kentucky, it ought to be satisfactory to out- 
siders. 

Of course this is but a rough way of re- 
garding an event that ought to, and un- 
doubtedly will, serve as a warning to the 
democratic party in other southern states. 
Common sense has been described as the 
most uncommon kind of sense, but this is 
probably an exaggeration. Certainly there 
is enough common sense in the democratic 
party of the south to prevent it from com- 
mitting suicide by the adoption of Mr. 
Watterson’s ‘‘Kentucky idea.’”? If the 
voters of Kentucky refuse to enthuse 
over the ‘*Kentucky idea,” can it be ex- 
pected that the party in other states will in- 
dorse it cordialy? 

The truth of the matter is thatthe ‘‘Ken- 
tucky idea”’ is obsolete. It represents the 
views of fossils and barnacles—the views of 
men who believe that the south was ruined 
when slavery was abolished. .We may say 
without fear of contradiction that those 
who believe in the efficacy of free trade, 
pure and simple, are those who live-in the 
past and who have no hopes for the future. 
As the Nashville American well puts it, 
those who believe in the “‘Kentucky idea” 
of free ftrade aré the drones in progress. 
None of them are engaged in rebuilding and 
and rehabilitating the south. 

The south has resources that are devel- 
oping and that are to be developed. Free 
trade would destroy them all; but this does 
not prevent the free traders from howling 
about the ‘‘Kentucky idea.’?’ Among all 
the men who are engaged in developing the 
resources of the south there is not one who 
is a free trader. 

The Virginia idea is the modern demo- 
cratic idea—a tariff for revenue with reason- 
able protection of the industry of the coun- 
try. The tariff plank-of the Virginia plat- 
form is an interpretation of the Chicago 
democratic platform on which Mr. Cleve- 
land was elected. The demand for the im- 
mediate repeal of the infamous excise laws 
is an interpretation of the public sentiment 
of the country without regard to party. 
Mr. Watterson’s paper may oscillate be- 
tween frivolty and fury, but the Virginia 
idea will be incorporated in the national 
platform, and on it Mr. Cleveland will be 
elected to a second term.

The practice of carrying concealed weap- 
ons, although cowardly and criminal, hes become 
so universal that a pistol may be regarded as drawn 
and ain: e.1 on almost every man and on too often 
the slightest.provocation a missle of death is sent 
through the brain or heart ef seme good citizen. 
Although constitutional law protects all persons in 
bearing arms in defense of habitat’o., persons. or 
property, yet the legislature has the right to pre- 
scribe the manner in which they shall be borne, 
and the laws of our state heretofore on this practice 
making it only a misdemeanor have been ineftect- 
ual in suppressing this growing and dangerous 
evil, Make ita felony as you suggest ana the num- 
ber who would take the chances on ineurr- 
ing so heavy and degrading a penalty would 
be materially lessened from these who now earry 
concealed pistols, The pust has clearly demonstra- 
ted that no great evil of society can be remedied by 
inadequate legisiation. If it was only a misde- 
meanor to commit the high crimes of rape and mur- 
der,thcic occurrence would be much more frequent. 
This crime of carrying concealed weapons is surely 
one of fio small magnitude, when we consider ‘its 
ast consequences, The present | against 
t falls far short of amueh needed protection to soci- 
ety. The people have a right to demand from our 
legislators better laws upon this important subject, 
and the legislator who introduces a bill im accord- 
ance with your suggestions and pushes the same 
through toa success aI teymination, will deserve 
and secure the lasting gratifide of all good men and 
women of Georgia, and succeeding oananntiinn will 
regard him as one ofthe great benefators of his 
time. Let some one introduce such a Dill 
as you suggest and the same . be- 
come a law, aud then let our cout

MRS. HENRY B. TOMPKINS. 


Unexpected Demise of a Lady of Rare Culture 
and Beauty.

age. In her maidenhood Bessie Washington was as 
fair and lovely as any flower that ever bloomed in 
the south. She wasa veritable southern belle, and 
sogentle, beautiful and decemplished ‘asto justly 
merit the praises heard round about the old home- 
stead near Nashville, Tenn., and in the most eul- 
tured society. Sweet and good, noble and brilliant 
was the reputation of the daughter ot George A.

Tompkins and his family came north the 
latter part of June, and until last Friday were at 
the West End hotel, Long Branch. Mrs: Tompkins 
was taken seriously ill, and her condition became 
so alarming that she was brought to this city for 
treatment.

HE WAITED FOR HIS MAN, 


And Because He Shot Him Down on Sigh 
He Was Hanged. 

Cotvmatra, 8. C., August 12.~—[Special.}— 
Solomon Conyers, colored, was hauged in the 
jail at Hampton today at 11:45 a. m., for the 
murder of Jordan Robinson, also colored. The 
condemned man was somewhat agitated when 
first taken from his cell, and tears ran down 
hisicheeKs,as he said that he had made his peace 
with God and was ready to die. Ho acknowl- 
edged that he had waylaid his victim, and 
shot him down in cold blood. He said that 
his sentence was just and warned all men 
against carrying pistols and guns, Hie regain 
ed his conmrposure as he mounted = the 
trap and did not flinch while the 
paraphernalin of death was being ar- 
ranged about him. Upon a signal 
from the sheriff the trap was sprung, and Con- 
yers’s body shot down six feet. His neck was 
broken, and he died almost instantly, his 
struggles /being almost imperceptible. The 
execytion was private. 

Conyers and Robinson were turpentine 
laborers, working at adistillery mear Matthews 
bluff, on the Savannah river, in Hampton 
county. ‘The murderer could give no excuse 
for the committal of the crime, other than 
that Robinson had an old grudge against him, 
and threatened to whip him the first time he 
caught him alone. Acting upon the belief 
that he would carry out his threat, Con- 
yers procured a double-barrelled shotgun, wait- 
ed for Robinson on the public road and 
as soon as he made his appearance shot him 
dead without a moment’s warning. 

At the trial Conyers was placed upon the 
stand, and was peers convicted by his 
own testimony. He exhibited marked indiffer- 
ence throughout the trial, and while he was 
leaving the courthouse after sentence, he 
coolly asked the sheriff, ‘Won't dey let any- 
one to see de hanging.” Conyers ‘was about 
thirty years old, of medium height and build, 
and very dark complexioned. He was known 
in the community in which he lived as a bad 
nigger.

“AGAIN ADOPTED. 


The Wineroom Bill Reconsidered 
and Again Passed. 


A MORE EXTENDED DISCUSSION ON IT. 


The Senate's Action Yesterday in Regard to 
the Felton Wineroom Bill-A New 
Amendment Added. 

During the reading of the journal in the 
senate yesterday, Mr. Daniel gave notice that 
he would move to reconsider the vote by which 
the**wineroom bill” has passed. But before the 
senator from the 30th could make his motion, 
Senator Pringle, the champion of the bill in 
the senate, secured a reconsideration for the 
purpose of correcting clerical errors. 

The ball being thus placed in motion,amend- 
ments were freely offered, and at one timo it 
looked as if the senate would require several 
days to get through with all the changes that 
seemed likely to be made. But matters be- 
came more shapely, and after the day’s ses- 
sion was over, it was found that the discussion, 
while participated in by more, and while more 
extended, was in substance and hody, practi- 
cally, the same as that of the day before. 

MR. DAVIS’S AMENDMENT. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Brannen on 
Thursday, submitting the question to the vari- 
ous counties under the same conditions pre- 
scribed in the local option act, was renewed by 
Mr. Davis. In speaking upon the matter Mr. 
Davis said that he voted against the amend- 
ment yesterday, but, in thinking over the sub- 
ject, he had concluded that the bill would 
work serious harm toa very large industry in 
his section. He declared that onthe barren 
hillsides of Habersham thrifty colonies of 
Swiss from the old country had settled; that 
the hillsides were blossoming as. the rose. be- 
cause of the industry and energy of that won- 
derful people.

Calorew and His Braves Swear Vengeance on 
the White Man. 

Denver, Col., August 12.—An associated 
press special from Glenwood Springs, the 
nearest hee point to White River agency 
says: The last grand jury indicted two of 
Colorow’s bucks for horse stealing. Three or 
four days since Sheriff Kendall, witha small 
posse of men started for White River county 
to-arrest two bucks who, with a number of 
this band of renegade Indians, were camped 
in the vicinity of Meeker, close to 
the scene of the Meeker massacre in 1879. 
This morning a courier from there arrived in 
town with a requisition from the mayor of 
Meeker, on the mayor of Slenwood pring, 
for arms and ammunition. Several men with 
about forty Winchester rifles started at once. 
The courier reports that a sheriff and posse went 
to Indian camp and demanded two bucks from 
Chief Colorow. The old renegade refused to 
surrender them to the sheriff or allow them to 
be arrested) swearing by his forefathers that [J 

‘Me heap big Injun, own the whole country. 
Damn sheriff, damn the law, damn the white 
man. No arrest Injun.”’ 

They began firing on the sheriff’s men and 
the fire was returned, killing one Indian. 

The Indians retired to the brush and kept 
— firing, shooting atevery one in sight. 

ey are now gathering their whole band to- 
ether, which consists of fifty or sixty warriors. 
hey have sent to agency for more of these 
renegades, who will join them if they are not 
prevented. Trouble of a serious nature is 
feared, as Colorow is threatening destruction 
and to go on the warpath. Kendall is now 
camped in close vicinity, awaiting re-inforce- 
ments. It is safe to say unless 
they shake the dust of Garfield 
county from their carcasses and get back to 
the agency the two bucks will be arrested. 
Kendall is a brave and fearless man and an 
Indian fighter since 1859. He has with him 
Phil Foote and other choice spirits who don’t 
fear even his Satanic majesty, and is being 
joined also by White River cowboys who have 
no love for the Indians.

They Hold a Meeting—Russell Sage’s Sug- 
gestion. 

New York, August 12.—The only new de- 
velopment inthe Ives matter today was a 
‘statement that the district attorney has taken 
up his case and would lay the facts before the 
grand jury. When Ives was asked what his 
information was in regard to this, he referred 
ihe matter to his counsel, A. S. Sullivan. Mr. 
Sullivan did Not want to talk on the matter, 
however, and after stating that he knew noth- 
ing that Ives could be indicted upon, wanted 
to retracteven that statement. It was ad- 
mitted that Ives’s couse on which he has spent 
over $100,000, was in his sisters name and not 
included among the assets. 

There was a meeting of creditors friendly to 
Ives at the office of the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton company this afternoon, at which 
Russell Sage, C. Waite Coombs, of Boston; 
Judge Ramsey, W. C. Wattels, W. M. Fel- 
lows, Morgan, and both members of the firm 
of Cromwell and Sullivan were present. Four- 
fifths of the credjtors, in all, being represented. 
The assignee reported that serious efforts were 
being made with substantial progress looking 
to the paying of all the secured indebtedness 
of Henry 8S.

Last Regular Meeting--The Young Lady

The teachers’ institute held the last regular ° 


meeting yesterday. A special meeting will 
be held today. <An informal meeting will 
take place Monday morning, when thesession 
will be formally closed. 

Yesterday’s session was a complete success. 
The attendance in both the white and- the 
colored departments was larger than on any 
previous day. The parting speeches of the 
lecturers were unusually goed. 

Professor Slaton announced [the result of 
the contest in arithmetic, declaring that 
Miss Emmie Faller had won the prize—a 
handsome copy of *‘Hume’s Historyof Eng- 
land.’”’ Miss Fuller stood high in both algebra 
and spelling and won the prizes in geography 
and arithmetic. This is certainly a note- 
worthy achivement. Miss Fuller is an un- 
usually intelligent young lady. All the teach- 
ers of the institute, including those who un- 
successfully competed with her, are rejoiced at 
her success. ; 

The most telling speech of the day was that 
Dr. Orr spoke of the 
needs of the schoo) ‘system.and of institute 
work. He showed the necessity of an appro- 
priation to education. Georgia is already be- 
hind the rest of the magn in the amount of 
money appropriated to this purpose, though 
ahead of most states in enrojiment in her 
schools. Asto institute work, no adequate 
provision has yet been made for giving nor- 
mal instruction to the seven thousand teach- 
ers of Georgia. It would be absurd 
to attempt this with the little pittance which 
the Peabody’ fund is able to apportion to this 
state. In fact, the entire income from that 
fund would be barely able to ype | and 
properly accomplish this great work. Hence 
the object of the present mstitute is simply to 
pave the way for future work, when the peo- 

le have been taught the necessity of normal 
nstruction.

What the Officers Implicated in the Affair 
Have to Say. 


The following card from a prominent citizen 
of Stone Mountain has been sent to Taz Con- 
STITUTION for publication : 

Strong Mountatn, August 11.—Editors Con- 
stitution: Asstatements in Taz CONSTITUTION 
of Monday are calculated to mislead the public 
as to the way in which people are treated who 
may gn Py to visit our town, I think it but 
right that the public should be acquainted 
with the facts and that through the same 
medium by which the public received the first 
statements. Following are statements of the 
chief pertesnents and uninterested parties: 

Statement of Mr. F. L. Guess, county surveyor: 

“I was at Stone Mountain the day on which Mr. 
Venable and Mr. Veal some I was u 
stairs; bad been assisting in receiving taxes, an 
came down stairs. As I came up to where Mr. Ven- 
able.and Mr. Veal were the loud talking of Mr. Ven- 
able attracted my attention.” 

‘What did you hear bit say?’ . 

“I heard him say it was a G—d d—dlie. Mr. Veal 
told him to address himself to the council, as he 
had nothing to do with it, that he 
was only one man in the council which 
had imposed;the tax on ell citizens subject 
to street duty. Mr. Veal said: “I have beard of you 
bulldozing ae before.’ To this Mr. Venabiegive 
the damn lie.”’ 

“Did Mr. Veal go into the store then?’ 

‘‘He did not. Mr. Veal never went into the store 
till Mr. Venable had;o.1e.- We then went into the 
store together.’’ : 

“Then, he did not go into the store and get his 
pistol and come again.’ 

‘‘Most certainly he did not.” 

“Did Mr. Veal m:k:any reply to Mr. Venable’s 
abuse?’ 

“Nothing only to refer him to the council. Veal 
told him he did not wish to have any trouble with 
him, and when he looked into it he guessed it 
would Le all right.” 

“Was Mr. Venable’s abuse pretty severe?’’ 

“I should say so. About the worst I ever heard a 
man take, |] don’t think I could have taken it”’ 

Mr. W. J. Williams, the tax receiver of DeKalb 
county, made the following statement: 

“T was up stairs over Veal’s store, receiving tax 
returns, 1 heard some one talking loudly, and 
went down stairs. The first thing I heard was Mr. 
Venable say: 

“Have you always collected a street tax from men 
working here?’ Mr. Vealsaid ‘Yes, if they have 
been working ten days.’ To this Mr. Venabie said, 
‘Yes.and vou are a set of d——d ignorant fools.’ ’’ 

“Did ;oisee Mr, Veal go into the sterg while the 
talk was going on?’ 

‘No: Mr. Veal nevergot up outof hischair. He 
was sitting lent back against a post in front of his 
store.” 

‘“‘How was Mr. Venable’s abuse?’ 

“It was simply a little worse than anything I ever 
heard: don’t think I could have taken it if | am a 
one-8im man.”’ 

“Did Mr. Veal make any reply to his words?”’ 

“No, he took it very cco ly and only referred Mr, 
Venable to the action of tne council.”’ 

Siatement of Mr. W. G. Lanford, the marshal of 
Stone Mountain: 

“Mr. Veal pever deputized any one to arrest Mr. 
Venable nor did he tellme to deputize any one.”’

THE PROHIBITION CASES FALL THROUGH 


A Dosen or More Men Swear that Rice Beer 
and Nerve Tonic “Will Not Make a 
Drunk—The Recorder’s Court. 


Judge Anderson Created quite a sensation 
throughout the city yesterday afternoon by 
discharging two wineroom men who were ar- 
raigned for violating the prohibition law.

Judge Pen- 
dleton appeared for the city, and as the de- 
fense announced ready for trial, called the 
witnesses. The courtroom was well filled, a 
peculiar feature of the attendance being an 
absence of the colored race. Eight witnesses 
were sworn, and the first, after recognizing the 
defendant, was asked: — 

“Did you ever get anything to drink at Mr. 
Holiand’s?”’ 

“Yos, sir.”’ 

‘What was it?” 

‘‘Rice beer.” 

“Did it intoxicate you ?’’ 

“No, sir. I could drink a barrel of that 
dish water and it would not make me drunk. 
That truck won’t make any body drunk.’’ 

‘‘Jesso,’’ said the judge, ‘‘now,did you have 
any nerve tonic there ?”’ 

“Oh, yes; plenty of it.” 

‘Any liquor in it?’ 

‘‘No, sir. That is the poorest substitute for 
whisky I ever tasted. Why,it wouldn’t hurt 
nothing.”’ 

Each of the succeeding witnesses sustained 
the first one, and then Judge Pendleton re- 


marked: 
‘‘May it please your honor, this case hasn’t 
been made out and I move thatit be dismiss- 


‘The court fully concurs with you, judge,”’ 
said Judge Anderson, ‘‘and dismisses the case 
with great pleasure. Now as long as the boys 
stick to rice beer and nerve tonic the thing is 
O.K. But I am gladto say that it won’t last 
long because old man Felton’s $10,000 license 
will break wine rooms up. The defendant is 
discharged.”’ 

“Thanks,” said Mr. Holland. 

“Yes, thanks awfully,”’ putin Colonel Arn- 
old. ‘Suppose, judge, you come over with us 
and have a nerve tonic or rice beer.”’ 

‘The court never drinks,”’ responded Judge 
Anderson; ‘‘call the next case, Mr. Clerk.’’ 

Mr. Stroud stepped forward, as also did 
Colonel Arnold and Colonel J.C. Smith, 
representative from Gwinnett. As the judge 
asked the defense to enter -a plea, Colonel 
Arnold arose, saying: 

‘“‘May it please. your honor, we are not 
guilty. But before we proceed with this case 
pertam me to introduce my brother, the Hon. 
Mr. Smith, representative from Gwinnett, who 
will be associated with me.’’ 
ee Smith? John Smith?” asked the 
judge. 

‘Yes, sir, the original John Smith.”’ 

Judge Pendleton called the witnesses again. 
A dozen came foward and were sworn. The 
testimony was again a clearance card, and 
Judge Anderson said: 

‘This is an unusual occurrence—almost a 
phenomenon. Two prominent wine room men 
arraigned for breaking the law and both show 
that they are not guilty. I congratulate. my- 
self, the wine rooms and thecity. Mr, Stroud, 
you can go.” 

The court then adjourned.
